The new members 
appear to bo of a conservative 
nature, not seeking Mi put undue 
expense on the rituens, but -nil 
anxious to do what they consider 
best for the well fa re of the town. 



Attorney General Logan made 
a report to the Legislature last 
week in which hebetated that the 
Kentucky Illeteracy Commission 
had drawn from the State, since 
the creation of the Commission 
in July, 1914, the sum of $1,485. 
82. dm money he said, was 
drawn illegally, as no appropria 
tion had been made for the Com 
mission at he time of its crea- 
tion, aud was used in payment 
of telephone and telegraph tolls, 
postage, printing and the salary 
of a ateuographer. Mr. Logan 
also recommended that if the 
work of the Commission is to be 
carried on, the Legislature should 
make some appropriation for its 
maiutainence, as no more war- 
rants should be drawn on the 
State Treasurer for money for 
this purpose. There is no doubt 
trnt the Illiteracy Commission 
hasdouean inestimable amoun 
of good, both in this and other 
conoties, and probably the Legis- 
lature will make an appropria- 
tion to continue the work.
